HM T-1 said that the CRC continues to publish 
its* monthly bulletin* "Cuba Libre"; and in September of 1^63 
put out an informational pamphlet consisting of ei;^t 
different suggestions for the United States and Central 
Anerlean Governments, This pamphlet pointed out the .i^emedles 
• available under the :r1o Treaty of 1947 , the Caracas 
Declaration of 1954, and the Monroe Doctrine for t;he 
eradication of Coimnunlsm in Cuba. 

On July 3, 1963, the "Miami News", a newspaper 
published daily in Miami, Florida, contained an article 
stating, that the <31C announced it had. moved to smaller 
offices to cut expenses* .The article stated thfit after 
.having lost the $80,000.00 a mpnth United States Government 
subsidy, the CRC abandoned its offices at 1700 Bis cayne 
Boulevard, which cost $666.00 a zpont;h, and moved to ^76 
Northeast 25tb Street, Miami, where the rent would only

Thereafter, mNUEL ANTONIO BE \AROm and other 
CRC officials appeared on television In Miami, and confirmed 
the Invasion of Cuba by five bupd^red" Cuban exiles .who 
represented the CRC. 

On June 20, 1963, MM T-2, a member of the CRC, 
advised that actually only five or ^ix Cuban refugees 
participated in an infiltration landing- in Cuba; however^ 
the CRC exaggerated' the press announcement for the purpose 
of obtaining publicity to stlmuUte more interest among the 
Cuban exiles In the CRC and tp increase the ,prestlge of the 
CRC among the different Cuban /revolutionary organlzationsv 

Oa Juae 20, 1963, MANUEL ANTONIO DE VAROHV 
confidentially advised that only about fifteen or twenty 
Cubans participated in the invasion, and these Cubans -were 
on an infiltration mission, rather than an invasion attempt* 
VAROH^ said the CRC put the number of the Invaders at. 
five hundred for .publicity purposes* '" 

Later, press reports placed the number of. 
invaders froa five hundred; to three thousand* There was 
great excitement and anticipation among Cuban exiles in 
Miami as a result of tbese lnfUted CRC press releases,, 
which were carried nation-wide by fhe different wire 
services*

On July 6, 1963, United States Customs seized 
a small boat and some small arms and ammunition from 
ELOY Gin:i£RR£Z HENOYO when he and eleven other Cubans were 
about to depart by boat from Bahla Honda, Florida. 

MM T-3 explained that when this arms seizure 
was made by United States Customs ^ GUTIERREZ was very 
disappointed and angry that he was not arrested by 
United States Customs and demanded to be arrested. MM T-3 
explained that If GUTIERREZ had been arrested by Customs 
Agents, he would have received free press publicity which 
would have Increased his political position among Cuban 
exile groups and would have helped In future fund-raising 
campaigns* 

MM T-5, a Cuban exile active In the SNFE, advised 
that at the present tflme, the only activity of the 
organization is trying to raise fuqds.. The organization 
planned to have a boxing match in Puerto Rico and a rally 
in Miami to raise funds, but both events were called off. 

The "Miami Ifews" of September 11, 1963, contained 
an article stating th^t the SlfFE claimed that heavy fighting 
was then going on In Cuba between Its guerrilla forces and 
the Cuban Militia at Guaslmal in the Sierra Maestra, where 
144. militiamen and 18 SNPE guerrillas were killed.

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ROIANDO tASFERRER ROJAS 



ROIANDO M^SFERRER ROJAS, former Cuban Senator, 
presently resides in New York City, and in August of 1963, 
sent a group of Cuban exiles from New York to Miami, 
Florida to participate in an invasion of Haiti, 

On about August 9, 1963, 18 Cubans from the 
Stew York City area registered at the Senate Hotel in 
Miami* Five of these Cubans were interviewed and denied 
any connection with MIVSFERRERU alleged plan to invade 
Cuba or Haiti* 

On August 16, 1963, a Federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service Officer at Big Pipe Key, Florida, observed five 
carloads of Cubans, numbering about 25 persons, arrive 
there and then go by boat to No Name Key, Florida, a place 
used as a military traiping camp by different Cuban groups. 

On August 16, 1963,, four United States Customs 
Agents landed on No Name Key and located a group of 
Cubans dressed in United States Anny fatigue suits* This 
group claimed to be ther^ to take photographs for publicity 
for future fund-raisipg campaigns* 



On August 19, 1963 1 

said he is the leader of the 2? Cubans at No Name Key, 
but denied they belonged to any certain gr oup or had 
any affiliation with mSFERRER* ! I made available 
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a list of names of the 27 Cubans^ It was noted that 13 of 
the names appeared identical with the names of th^ Cubans 
from' the New York City area who registered at the Senate 
Hotel in Miami on August 9, 1963* 

On September 5, 1963, the Miami Police Department 
picked up about fifteen Cuban exiles from New York City 
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who vece In Hiaml» broke, hungry and without a place 
to sleep*. 

Ten o£ these Cuban exiles vere subsequently 
interviewed^ and stated they were sH recruited -In 
New York City by H^SFERRER or neiqbers o£ his group. 
They were told that they had to buy their own rifles 
and uniforms*. Th ey bought .this equipment ^ and then

The group claimed that ROIAIDO mSFESRER had 
made a deal with General LEON CMTIAVE, a Haitian 
revolutionist, whereby M^SFERRER's group would Invade 
Haiti, overthrow the HaltdLan Government, and then receive 
money and bases for a military action against Cuba, 

The group stated that they had been abandoned 
in Miami by H^SFERRER, and bad heard that he had been 
arrested, was In jail, and the proposed military plan 
against Haiti was off. The group stated that on September 4, 
1963, they placed a long distance call to M^SFERRER, who

One b^b was dropped, which did not explode; a 
second . bomb was dropped, and It appeared that this bomb 
hit an electric plant at the mill, as all the lights went 
off* There was a pilot, co-pllot and bombardier on the 
plane* They did not observe any anti-aircraft, and they 
were not followed by any pursuit planes* They had no 
reason to believe any ground personnel wexe injured during 
the attack* 

BOSCB refused to identify the plane, the occupants 
of the plane, or the exact location of the base from which 
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the plane operated, but insisted that this plane operated 
from outside the United States at a base in Central 
Atterica* He said that the HIRR could not afford the 
financial risk of having their plane seized by the United. 
States if it operated from a base in this countiy , and that 
the MIRR did not want to involve the United States in the 
attack. He claixaed that accusations of the (ASTRO regine 
against the United States and blaming the United States are 
without any foundation. He said only Cubans were 
involved in the attack, and that the operation was financed 
by contributions solicited by the HIRR. from indiViduaX

Los Angeles, California, advised on December 14, 1963,. that he 
is the Delegate of the Partido Revolucionario Gubano (Autentico) 
in Los Angeles, which party is led by Dr. CARI>OS PRIO SOCARRAS 
of Miami, Florida. He said that Dr, PRIO's visit to Los Aftgeles 
to speak at the Wilshire-Ebell theater on December 15, 1963* and 
at the University of Southern California on December I6, 19o3, 
was widely known among local Cubans, and that in connection with 
these scheduled speeches, he had received several anonymous 
telephone calls at both his residence and place of employment, 
presumably from local pro -CASTRO Cubans, who had indulged in 
obscene language and remarked tliat Dr. PRIO would not be making 
any more speeches; that these would be his last. He said that 
they, however, appeared to purposely avoid making any specific 
threats agiainst Dr. PRIO.
